SYMBOLS USED 


In order to give as much information as 
possible, certain symbols are used. Most of 
them are commonly used in_ horticultural 
books but a few are of our own invention: 
(C-27) means to see cultural direction numb- 
er 27, which will be found in the back of the 
Catalog; if a letter follows the number, then 
see, also the directions under the letter given. 
The letters L and D means that germination 
takes place better if the seed pan is in a 
dark part of the room and L for light, means 
that it should be towards the window but 
never, of course, in direct sunshine; the let- 
ters, C and W following these letters means, 
cool and warm, and in a general way indicate 
the temperature the seed pan should be kept 
at; night temperatures, as a rule, should be 
5 degrees lower than the day temperature. 

The zone number—(IX)—means the ap- 
proximate section north the plant will stand 
the winters; refer to the zone map which 
has been published in the Magazine, in the 
past.

The following list of Cactus species is 
really a rare list and not often offered; I 
will be able to enlarge this list in the next 
issue in December. In many species there is 
but a few packets and it will be well to list 
a few substitutes. when ordering. 

WS: suitable for window sill culture; 
CG: cool greenhouse; WG: warm house. 

As a general rule, Cacti seeds can be 
sown in pots or pans which should be cov- 
ered with glass. Soil medium a mixture of 
finely rubbed sphagnum moss and sharp 
sand, equal parts, with plenty of drainage 
material in bottom of container. When 
seeds are large enough to observe, plant 
sear-side down, then cover with a little 
sand; supply water bv standing container 
in an ineh teen of water Wine slacs 
free of condensation each morning; temp- 
erature as near as 80 F, till growth begins, 
then 70 F; ventilate as scon as germination 
takes place and increase with growth; 
germination in 1-8 weeks.

Visits such as I made, also brings 
me in closer personal contact with the 
grower and thus we appreciate his prob- 
lems as well as mind. 

Florists growing Cyclamen realize the 
value of good seed; even cheap seed is ex- 
pensive, when ycu figure on around 50-80 
seeds from a large plant; it is easy for the 
seed grower to sell his brilliant planis and 
then save seed from the left-overs; the seed 
costs a little les but there is a big differ- 
enc in quality. New Crop seed comes in 
laie spring. Order early.

Sow in Sept.; requires 15-18 
months for good 6’’-pot plants. 


Seed should be sown during August to 
October, placing seeds 1” apart in flats of 
light sandy soil to which some leaf mould 
has been added. Seed is variable in germ- 
ination, so when seeds are 1” apart, the 
seedlings can be lifted out without dis- 
turbing nearby ungerminated seed; seed- 
lings can be left in seed flat till spring. 
The main point in their culture is to keep 
them growing when young.

FERN SPORES AND PLANTS 


The following list of ferns will be more 
fully described in the next issue. A few of 
the species can be reclassified as the genera 
are not entirely agreed uypon as yet. Seed 
will not always be available for immediate 
delivery, so do not expect them to be hand- 
ed like Zinnias. 

There are several good kinds offered for 
the greenhouse and as a rule seed is avail- 
able most of the year. When ordering 
plants, add 25¢ extra for postage when your 
order is less than $1.00; the initial postage 
charge is too higt for single plant orders; of 
course, plants are shipped in spring and fall 
months. 


FERN SPORE CULTURE: First, fern 
spores are not difficult to germinate. Sow 
thinly on the surface of moist humus-rich 
soil, in pots or pans. Sterilizing the soil is 
best but wet the soil with strained water 
washed from rich humus soil. Keep soil 
moist but only by immersion, never by 
overhead watering. Gentle warmth and 
darkness tends to start germination; cover 
pans with glass; wipe condensation off 
every morning. 

Growth is at first indicated by green pat- 
ches on surface (note by good reading 
glass). It is at first tiny, flat plants with 
sort of heart-shaped leaves, which really is 
the plant itself, and not a leaf. Unlike 
seeds, which are the result of fertilization, 
the fern spore has not been fertilized and 
this now takes place on the underside of 
the first growth. From this union an egg

(D)_ Plant out doors in late fall, Nov-Dec, 
in well-prepared seed bed; germination and 
top-growth the 2nd spring; transplant the 
3rd or 4th year, according to growth.

PETUNIAS 


There is hardly any other flower that wilt 
give as much bloom, with as little care, as 
will the Petunia; in hot summers their bloom 
is continuous. The chief pit-fall the amat- 
eur runs up against in growing Petunias is in 
the seed sowing; almost invariably they bury 
the tiny seeds too deeply. First the soil 
should be a good loamy texture with leaf 
mould mixture for the top; fern-pots make 
ideal seed pans as they can be watered by 
setting them in a little water; do not soak. 
In sowing the seed be careful not to sow 
too thickly; always press the seed into the 
soil then a fine sprinkling of sand or milled 
sphagnum moss, not too much; cover pot 
with a pane of glass and be sure to wipe it 
off each morning to prevent the moisture on 
the under side from dripping on the seeds; 
about a 60 degree Far. temperature at night 
will do; LW; C-18.

When the cotyledons are well developed 
they are uncovered completely. Then 
prick off into a mixture of peat, with a 
little Joam and course sand added. By 
July or August they should be about 1-3 
inches high and ready for planting out in 
frames, protecting them from frosts. The 
secret of the whole process being to main- 
tain rapid growth continuity for the first 
year or two. The soil must be kept slight- 
ly on the acid side and rain water is to be 
preferred to regular tape water.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


In using the following cultural direct- 
ions, judgement must be used; one can 
not even give exact directions for a species 
for many things enter into each grower’s 
work. I will make corrections and addit- 
ions in each issue following and I invite 
my reader’s suggestions as a great many 
will have valuable information. 


Light or darkness for the germinating 
seed is of considerable Importance in many 
species. Temperature is another import- 
an matter; the letter W means 60 degrees 
F. or above while C means 50 degrees. In 
special cases mention will be made in the 
text. IL means the seed should not be 
shaded or covered with paper; D means 
to keep seed pans in a dark part of the 
room or cover with paper, ete. Thus LC, 
DC, LW and DW will be used. FG means 
germination will be best if the (moist) 
seed is subjected to a freezing temperature 
for a short period; thawing and freezing. 


1. Plant direct to open ground about the 
middle of April; sow thinly; keep moist 
cover lightly and press soil lightly. 


2. Sow direct to garden, April-May or 
Sept; not too thick; thin. 


3. Sow in pans or pots, indoors, during 
April; warm, dry locations; rich soil; best 
sheltered from rains; do not wet leaves. 


4. Start indoors in 4” pots in April or out 
side in late May; soak seeds in warm 
water for 24 hours; warm sunny places. 


6. 5-8 seeds can be planted in 3” or 4” 
pots and place in an airy cold frame; do 
not water too much; also sow direct to 
permanent location during late March; 
keep flowers picked to prevent seed form- 
ing. 


7. Sow in warm bed or indoors in March 
or April and after thining or transplant- 
ing once, set out doors in late May; or 


they can be planted direct to garden in 
April or May. 


8. Start in pots indoors or frost proof 
frame, during March-April transplanting 
to garden in late May. 


9. Start indoors in February-March in 
warm place and transplant to pots; set 
outdoors after danger of frost has passed. 


10. Sow January-April, indoors in cool 
place; transplant two times and set out 
doors middle of May; can be started in 


August-September and carried over in 
cold frame for bloom in May. 
11. Start indoors in warm place; cover 


lightly; plent of air; water carefully; trans- 
plant to the open ground in late May; can 
be planted to open ground in late April. 


12. Start during January or February in 
a warm place; rich soil; water carefully 
and thin; transplant out doors after dang- 
er of frost has passed. 


13. Start seeds as early as December and 
up into March; careful in watering; trans- 
plant to flats and later to pots, setting to 
garden early May; pinch side buds for 
large flowers; plants lifted before frost 
can be grown on indoors for winter bloom. 


14. Start during January in pots of a 
sandy soil containing leaf mould; cover 
with glass and water regularly; keep above 
60 degrees F; germinates in 10 days when 
they should be kept cooler; transplant 
1” apart in 4% leaf mould and rich com- 
post; regular soil mixture should be equal 
parts good compost, leaf mould and good 
sod to which some sand, peat can be add- 
ed; repot not later than first of Sept; pre- 
fers light places, sheltered from weather. 


15. Plant in May in cold frame; transplant 
outside 6” apart and repot during Sept. 
in a rich soil; do not over-water during 


winter; 
winter. 


16. Start in cold frame during April or 
during August in cold frame and winter 
over for bloom in May. e 


keep in frost-free frame during 


17. Start during February or March in 
seed pans, indoors; cover lightly and 
water from below; transplant to flats and 
eventually to pots and harden-off by freq- 


uent airing; thansplant out doors atter 
danger of frost has passed. 
18. Start first of April in sandy leaf 


mould and compost soil; water carefully; 
pot when ready; light shade; these plants 
will not stand any frost. 


19. Sow seed late in Sept. or early Oct. 
in pans, in cold frame; thin and pot; grow 
close to glass; they make pretty plants for 
Mother’s Day sales. 


21. Start in March-April, indoors or plant 
out doors in April-May; cover 1’; press 
seed down firmly and cover well. 


22. Start January-April in a rich fibrous, 
sandy soil; water carefully; keep warm; 
thin and eventually pot. 


23. Start from’ May-August in flats or 
pans: as these vary much in germination 
taking as much as a month or so; keep 
mist: half shade will help; when seedlings 
have developed transplant to flats and to 
pots, if wanted; if strong enough they 
can be set out in their permanent location. 


24. These require freezing; seed should 
be moist; sow in late fall or during wint- 
er or if in container, set outside; protect 
from mice; seeds in containers can be 
taken indoors in early spring, where they 
will germinate if given a warm place; 
transpiant them early. 


25. These are to be started according to 
time of bloom wanted which usually takes 
4-5 months; sow October-January in a 
warm house in light compost; grow seed- 
lings close to glass; pot in a rich compost; 


dov'te blooms usually from the strong 
seedlings while singles come from the 
weak ones. 

26. Soak seeds in warm water for 24 


hours; start from January to August; seed 
can be planted in pots; soil, leaf mould, 
rotted manure, peat moss and sand; cover 
seed pans with glass and shade some; 
germination 6-8 weeks; transplant to larger 
pots as growth progresses; final soil, equal 
parts well rotted manure, compost and 
leaf meuld; prune terminal bud start of 
secord year to form side shoots; blooms 
third year; tie to stakes; winter in lignt, 
warm house. 


27. Do not sow before last of April in a 
warm house; thin and pot; transplant to 
outside when frost danger has_ passed; 
remove flowers when they start to fade; 
Early Wonder varieties can be started in 
March. 


29. If started in May or June flowers will 
be had same season; transplant and when 
well rooted, they can be set out in the 
open; seed sown in September or even 
August will make good rooted plants by 
time of frost. 
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30. Start in March in warm house; trans- 
plant and carry over the summer months 
in cold frame; bulbs will have formed by 
fall; dry and winter in frost-free cellar; 
set out in May. 


31. Wet soil well a day before sowing 
the seed; some milled sphagnum is good 
in soil mixture; strat during June or Aug- 
ust; keep moist; transplant and give plenty 
of air to seedlings; set outside in Sept. 


32. Sow fresh seed or during December- 
January in seed bed; cover with pine 
boughs and expose to winter weather; 


germination takes place during February 
and March or when it thaws; when grow- 
ing in the greenhouse place close to the 
glass. 


33. Usually sown from Nov. to March; 
use a soil mixture of leaf mould; peat moss 
and sand¢ do not cover; best to germinate 
in pans, covered with glass; transplant 
when seedlings are strong enough and later 
on repot; give air and less shade as they 
develope; do not grow in dry atmosphere. 


34. Start any time of year in half shaded 
warm house; rich humus soil with sand; 
keep fairly wet transplant to flats when 
second leaf forms and hold till spring 
without too much root disturbance; in 
spring when growth starts pot in standard 
pots; bloom third year. 


35. Sow seeds on sphagnum moss; keep 
shaded and warm; pot in well drained soil 
on acid side; Keep damp, warm and shaded. 


36. Sow seeds immediately upon arrival in 
a light sandy soil; warm and fairly moist; 
transplant to a richer soil and later to 
pots; keep shaded at all times. 


37. Soak seeds in warm water for 48 
hours; plant from February to September; 
place seeds about 1’? apart in flats and 34” 
deep in good soil containing third sand; 
cover soil with sphagnum moss; germinat- 
ion in 4-6 weeks; keep warm at first, lat- 
er on a little cooler 


38. Start seed from January to April; 
sandy peaty soil; warm and damp; make 
later sowings for succession crop; keep 
shaded, warm and moist; pot when well 


established; then keep in light part of 
warm house. 
41. Start last of March in warm house in 


flats or pans; keep warm; transplant to 
pots last of May in a loamy, sandy soil. 


43. Sow during winter in greenhouse; 
transplant in early spring to cold frame; 
later on into pots of rich loamy soil; can 
be transplanted out doors but must be 
moved in doors before frost; can also be 
transplanted to greenhouse beds for wint- 
er flowers. 


45. The seed considered here have hard 
shells and it is necessary to either soak 
them in warm water for 24-4% hours or in 
some, file a notch in the shell; use a sandy 
soil to germinate in and keep warm and 
damp; when seedlings are strong enough, 
pot singly into pots; keep warm. 


47. Plant seeds on receipt; keep damp 
and shaded; transplant to flats and later 
to pots using an acid soil with leaf mould 
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and shape sand and well rotted cow man- 
ure; keep warm and well ventilated. 


4g. Start in February in warm house in 
flats of sandy lime-free soil; transplant 
seedlings promptly into pots which should 
be sunk into sand; they can be placed out 
doors during summer but protect from the 
rains. 


49. Sow immediately after harvest in 
cold frame or flats; cover seed lightly with 
sand; germination in 4-5 weeks; do not 
disturb seedlings the first year; trans- 
plant to pots thhe second year. 


51. Start in January or February in warm 
house or in pots or flats; good drainage; 
lime-free soil and leaf mould with some 
sand; cover with glass and keep fairly 
damp; seeds germinate very unevenly. 


53. Start July-September in pans or flats 
in soil containing plenty of sand; do not 
cover seed with soil but cover with paper 
and keep moist from bottom; pot up when 
strong enough and winter over in cold 
house; little water during the winter. 


54. Sow seeds March to August in pots or 


pans containing peat moss and sand with 
good leaf mould; cover with glass and 
paper on top; air when germinated and 
transplant to pots when strong enough; 
soil mixture equal parts leaf mould, com- 
post and well rotted cow manure, to which 
should be added some peat moss and sand; 
keep in light and warm place; they can be 
set out in open in May. 


55. Sow March-June; germination 17-10 
days; soil light compost and peat moss; 
half shade. 


56. Sow November to May, indoors; not 
too rich soil; shade and sprinkle when 
necessary; move to small pots in August 
and keep aired, cool and fairly dry. 


Sow in March or April in good com- 
post; germinaticn 12-15 days; transplant 
singly or in groups of 3 in small pots; 
keep in a warm sunny window; keep damp 
but not too wet.
